COSTS  OF  MUNICIPAL 
PUNS  ARE  STUDIED 

In  the  nelghbOThood  ot  13.000,000, 
the  exact  sum  depending  on  how 
much  munlclpalltieg  are  prepared  to 
put  up  as  their  share  of  the  cost  of 
work  to  be  earrled  out  under  the 
F>Bderal  scheme,  may  be  available 
for  the  relief  of  unemployment  in 
British  OotamMa  thleWtoter. 

The  sum  of  $1.40O4WO  is  already 
guaranteed.  In  $900,000  set  aside  by 
the  Fp<leral  Oovemment.  and  $500.- 
000  appropriated  by  the  Province  as 
necessary  for  the  teeeptton  oC  the 
plan. 

Municipal  contributions,  which 
will  be  on  a  basis  of  00  per  eent  of 
the  eoet  of  propoeed  amei  gency 
work,  have  not  yet  been  worked  out. 
but  would  toUl  $1,400,000  if  they 
equalled  funds  rendered  avilable  by 
the  combined  governments. 

While  Oovemment  appropriations 
to  match  mutodpal  espradltures 
ere  already  to  eli^t.  It  wae  made 
clear  by  Hon.  N.  8.  Lougheed,  Min- 
ister of  Public  Works,  yesterday,  that

Mr.  Samuel  O.  Dunn,  the  editor  of  The  Bau- 
way  Age.  to  addressing  casualty  and  surety 
underwriters  and  agenU  at  White  Sulphur 
spruigs,  ilso  spoke  on  the  subject  of  govem- 
mental  Interference  with  buslnes.s.  The  way  he 
put  it  Is  this:  "Every  increase  of  governmental 
interference  with  business  resiilts  in  an  Increase 
In  taxei  to  pay  those  who  are  employed  to  do  the 
interfering.  Every  subsidy  that  the  Government 
gives,  whether  Indirectly  to  ihtppert  to  nwp 
them  get  lower  rates  from  other  means  of  trans- 
portation than  they  could  get  from  the  railways, 
or  to  the  farmers  in  an  effort  to  help  them  get 
toller  prices,  reappears  in  the  form  of  an  in- 
crease m  taxes  that  aU  the  people  must  pfty." 

The  lessons  being  learned  on  the  American 
side  are  being  absorbed  on  perhap.s  an  even 
greater  scale  In  this  Dominion.  Here  we  have 
government  ownership  of  a  large  network  of 
rallwayf  in  competition  with  a  private  .system 
that  has  a  standard  of  effeclency  unexcelled  any- 
where. The  taxpayers'  moneys  are  betog  uaed 
IftTlahly  and  toa«ften  for  purpose.*;  of  direct  and 
unneces-sary  competition  with  the  moneys  pri- 
vately invested  and  administered  by  nvvri 
nuMMgament  Had  SUto  ownership  of  railways 
been  confined  t©  purposes  of  developing  new 
territory  and  carrying  on  existing  senrices.  as 
waa  orlglnftUy  intended,  little  criticism  might 
have  arisen  about  governmental  conduct.  When, 
however,  a  publicly-owned  system  Is  turned  to 
tiaaf  whera  pfoflto  cannot  be  made  and  ^vhere 
the  Incubus  of  debt  becomes  greater  aU  th«  time 
there  is  the  soundest  of  arguments  for  the  tUter- 
▼enUon  of  ParUament  at  tha  evatodian  of  the 

taxpayers. 

This  question  of  the  limits  of  State  ownership 
when  In  eompetltlMi  with  private  enterprlae  la 
one  (if  the  most  serious  affecting  the  economic 
ouUook  in  the  Dominion.  State  ownership  was 
decreed,  so  f ar  aa  railways  in  Canada  were  con- 
crrnrd,  to  save  certain  enterprises  from  gotog 
into  bankruptcy.  Its  aim,  therefore,  should  be 
primarily  to  rehabilitate  the  finances  of  the  res- 
cued enterprises,  not  to  plunge  the  consolidated 
system  Into  further  debt  at  the  expense  of  the 
taxfwyers.  This  Is  unquestionably  a  problem 
which  should  stand  In  the  forefront  of  parlia- 
mentary consideration  when  the  elected  repre- 
sentatl^  of  the  people  reassemble  at  Ottawa 
Tts  .solution,  along  truly  economic  lines,  would  be 
the  best  of  all  possible  guarantees  that  Federal 
tannoil  can  bt  redvead  on  a  subttanttal  aetle 
iQjUM  near  future.

New  Zea- 
land has  a  surplus  of  butter  for  export  and  may 
be;  willing  to  take  a  sacrifice  price  In  order  to 
refaln  the  Canadian  market,  in  the  hope  that,  in 
thr  rour.se  of  time,  the  tariff  may  be  lowered. 
There  Is  the  possibUitjr,  too.  that  later  in  the 
year,  when  there  Is  a  maxlmtmi  prodnetkfti  of 
butter  In  New  Zf  al.nul,  even  lower  prlro.s  .still 
may  be  quoted,  which  means  that  the  Canadian 
dairying  industry  will  not.  thia  fmx  at  a&  avtnts.

The 
United  Rtatrs  will  be  linked  with 
this  modernization  project  through 
Soviet  trade  nfflcer.s.  whlcli  are  re- 
ported to  have  been  established  In 
Seattle.  Large  purchases  of  In- 
dustrial machinery  already  have 
been  made  there  and  the  opening 
of  direct  shipping  service  to  Vladi- 
vostok is  being  planned. 

Vladivostok  will  regain  much  of 
its  lost  Importance  If  this  scheme 
is  perfected.  It  has  now  a  p.  pula- 
tlon  of  110,000.  The  turnover  of  the 
port  Is  the  largest  m  the  Soviet 
i^nloi),  having  outstripped  Lenin- 
grad. Novovorstsk  and  Odessa  since

technicians,  capital  and  certain 
textiles  not  produced  in  Russia 
Siberia,  in  turn,  will  provide  such 
return  exports  as  ell.  metals,  sea- 
food,  furs,  lumber  and  eoaL 

A  list  of  expenditures  which  Rus- 
sia plans  in  the  development  of  the 
area  Includes:  For  ports.  $20,000,000; 
agriculture,  $30,000,000  various  In- 
dustries Including  .steel  mills,  %\bO.- 

000,000;  flahertes,  $21,000,000:  for- 
estry, ^IStfiOOjOM;  mmmg  and  oU 
wells.  $40,000,000. 

From  this  review  of  the  pro- 
gramme for  liidu.s'«lal  development 
of  the  Far  Eastern  rettlon  during 
the  next  few  years,  it  ts  evident  that 
there  Is  a  large  field  in  the  Soviet 
Far  last  for  sale  of  products  from 
Western  America.  All  this  Is  to- 
dleatlve  of  grMt  changes  that  are 
evidently  Imminent.  The  extent  to 
which  development  of  Siberian  porta 
and  fisheries  will  affect  Brltl.sh  Co- 
lumbia is  problematical  and  gives 
much  room  for  thought.

TACITUS  AND  HOME 
Sir,— Professor  Olover's  brilliant 
address  oh  the  Roman  Empire  In 

relation  to  the  spread  of  rhrLstlan- 
Ity  having  Interested  qjany  people, 
may  I  be  |>erinitted  a  Um  naMUrkS 
on  the  same  subject. 

A  clear  view  of  Roman  affairs  at 
the  dawn  of  Christianity  can  be  ob- 
tained by  reading  the  "Annals"  of 
Tacttuib  the  historian  who  lived  in 
tbe  relin  of  Nero,  and  also  diulng 
the  tlqie  of  the  crucifixion.  Tacitus 
can  be  read  with  entertaiiunent  by 
the  lightest  reader,  since  his  works 
contain  none  of  those  heavy-going 
qualities  .some  people  complain  of  in 
such  works  &s  Gibbon's  "Decline  and 
Fall. '  etc.  The  law  and  Justice 
which  Mr.  Olover  maintains  were 
absolute  faots  under  oaeear,  and  bis 
boast  that  It  was  into  the  Roman 
Empire  that  Christ  was  barn,  sound 
strangely,  since  It  wa.s  Roman  Juris- 
prudence that  allowed  the  cruci- 
fixion. 

Anyone  interested  In  knowing  into 
what  fathomleu  depths  vanity  and 
human  polUy  can  descend,  should 
read  Tacitus'  account  or  the  reign 
of  Nero.  The  possessor  of  any  highsr 
moral  qualities  always  attempted  to 
conceal  them,  any  revcalment  being 
followed.  In  the  vast  majority  ol 
(-a.se.-!.  by  the  imperial  ordtT  to  eom* 
mlt  suicide. 

Speaking  of  vanity,  the  writer  of 
Eccleslastes  makes  it  tbe  totaUty  of 
all  things.  Nero's  vanity  afforded 
him  unlimited  satisfaction  all  the 
days  of  his  life.  It  Is  a  lively  con- 
jecture with  me  as  to  whether  the 
black  despair  Into  which  the  WTlter 
ol  Frr'.eslastes  was  landed  by  hLs 
worldllness  was  succeeded  by  the 
dawn  of  a  spiritual  awakening,  or 
whether  It  was  only  a  rleh  poet's 
indigestion. 

Tadtos  amusingly  relates  how  the 
strategical  Vespasion.  when  forced 
to  attend  Nero'fi  concerts,  employed 
one  of  hLs  .slaves  f.o  watx-h  hLs  mas- 
ters  face,  and  to  pinch  him  when 
any  of  hU  boredom  showed  on  It;  as 
Nero's  spies.  Interspersed  through- 
out, would  report  the  slightest  lack 
of  appreciation,  whlidi  was  fallowed 
by  an  crdcr  for  a  soleldal  death.

The  declarations 
showed  BO  fees  had  been  charied  bar 
oofvemment  agents  for  eoroneri 
Inquisitions. 

It  was  on  record.  Mr.  Locke  said, 
that  in  one  other  instance,  where 
a  fee  of  $15  had  been  accepted,  this 
money  had  been  paid  into  provincial 
revenue,  and  that  a  coroner  at 
riiilh wark.  who  wa.s  not  a  Oovern- 
ment  agent  nor  on  salary,  had  been 
paid  by  the  Attomey-Oenerals  De- 
partment for  Inquests  held. 

Ooonsel  for  the  inquiry  also 
offered  evidence  to  show  that  the 
commissions  held  by  the  six  Oov- 
emment  agents  In  the  districts 
mentioned  were  the  same  as  that 
formerly  held  by  Mr.  Watt,  and  pro- 
po.sed  <allinK  A.  B  McNeill,  of  the 
stall  of  the  provincial  finance  de- 
partment, to  show  t  hat  between  1924 
and  1929  Government  agent.s  had 
not  charged  caroner's  fees  in  or- 
ganised distrlets. 

CASE  IS  CLOSED 

All  this,  said  Mr.  Locke,  was  ad- 
dressed to  the  point  of  what  the 
practice  bad  been.  Had  the  prac- 
tioe  been  reversed  it  would  have 
been  open  to  Mr.  Watt  to  call  this 
class  of  testimony,  he  submitted 
Mr.  Manson.  as  rnnneni  for  Mr. 
Watt,  had  made  statements  to  the 
effect  that  other  coroners  had 
charged  and  accepted  fee.s.  he  .slated. 

Mr.  Ju.sticc  Macdcnald,  pointing 
to  the  objection  raLsfd  to  the  entry 
of  this  evidence  by  counsel  for  Mr. 
Watt,  said  he  wa-s  inclined  to  agree 
that  testimony  along  this  line  was 
Irrelevant  to  the  issue  and  need  not 
be  entered.  Ifr.  Hanson  had  re- 
ferred in  a  statement  to  what  the 
practice  ot  eoroners  was.  stating 
that  Oovemment  agents  were  per- 
mitted to  accept  coroner's  fees,  but 
no  evidence  had  t>ocn  called  m  .sup- 
port of  that  particular  Kt^tcment. 
He  must  rule  that  the  evld"nre  was 
closed,  and  would  make  his  report 
at  the  earliest  possible  momont,  he 
concluded.

It  was  pointed  out  that  such  a 
highway,  if  feasible,  would  eventu- 
ally provide  an  ideal  triangular  tour, 
as  the  prupowd  road  would  toueh 
the  northern  reaches  of  Cowlotaan 
Lake,  cross  the  Nltlnat  River,  and 
follow  the  general  direction  of  the 
49th  parallel  towards  San  Mateo 
Bay  on  the  Albeml  Canal  It  is 
anticipated,  of  course,  that  the  Jor- 
dan River  highway  wUl  some  day 
traverse  the  West  Coast  beyond  the 
same  point 

Meeers.  Bryant,  Johnscm  and  Col-

board 

Following  the  adjouniment  of  the 
r<f;ular  meeting.  W.  W.  Walkem, 
pre.sident,  Introduced  C  L.  Harri- 
son and  James  H.  Beatty,  M.P.P., 
of  Victoria.  Mr.  Beatty  compli- 
mented the  members  on  the  spirit 
they  had  displaped  in  their  efforts 
to  bring  better  times  to  Ladysmith. 
He  assured  them  of  his  help  and  co- 
operation at  '  s 

DBUOUil-  LL  TRIP 
Ht.  Harrleoo,  with  his  equipment 
of  slides  and  movie  projector,  took 
the  audience  on  a  delightful  trip 
along  the  West  Coast  from  the  road 
under  construction  at  Jordan  River 
to  the  lunar  etiaaniti  of  Baikky 

Sound. 

Vancouver  Island,  Mr.  Harrison 
claimed,  did  not  receive  its  due 
share  of  highway  development,  con- 
sidering the  proportion  of  taxation 
It  contributed. 

He  favored  the  creation  of  a  na- 
tional park  area,  embracing  a  sec- 
tion of  the  we.'t  coa.sillnc.  prefer- 
ably .south  of  the  Albernl  Canal, 
and  Including  the  area  between 
Bamfleld  and  the  Nitlnat  Lake. 
Were  the  Island  to  be  treated  equit- 
ably with  the  Mainland  of  the  prov- 
ince In  the  anoeatloB  of  roads,  it 
would  be  quite  reasonable  to  as- 
sume, he  said,  that  highway  devel- 
opment towards  thle  area  would  sot 
be  far  distant. 

IMDUN  BinnVBS 

Before  concluding  his  lecture  Mr. 
Harrison  remarked  on  the  reversion 
of  Indian  reser\rs  t(j  provincial  con- 
t.rol.  and  advised  Ludvsmith  to  be- 
come active  in  tlie  matter  of  the  re- 
serve around  Chekamus  Bay,  Just 
across  the  harlx>r.  The  declining 
aboriginal  population  in  that  dis- 
trict did  not  warrant  Ita  eontinuance 
as  a  reserve,  and  as  a  national  park 
Its  beauty  could  be  preserved  and 
Its  attractions  enhanced  to  the 
benefit  of  the  neighborliood  A 
marine  driveway,  encircling  Oyster 
Bay.  pas.slng  by  Shell  Beach  towards 
Kulleet  Bay.  would  open  a  scenic 
prospect  to  the  general  public  with- 
out equal  on  the  rinrea  of  the  in- 
land watera.

On 
the  majority  of  markets  storage  eggs 
are  coming  Into  more  general  use, 
and  sales  of  thla  dam  of  eggs  are

the  .'.e.tviU. 

Tlierc  has  been  .some  .slight  nerv- 
ousnes.s  regarding  storage  eggs,  but 
It  would  seem  too  early  yet  to  form 
aiiy  definite  opinion.  The  surplus 
over  last  year,  la  not  unduly  heavy, 
and  the  added  protection  against 
Imports  which  the  market  enjoys 
this  year  should  bear  coi.  le 
weight.  In  British  Coluino..i  j  >- 
diictlon  i.s  barely  equal  to  local 
needs,  and,  with  the  severe  weather, 
there  has  been  very  llttlO  lUrptail  In 
the  pnine  provinces. 

Prices  on  fresh  eggs  are  stfll  lob- 
stantially  below  last  year,  although 
with  the  advance  of  recent  weeks,  a 
great  deal  of  thLs  disparity  has  been 
eliminated.
